Treasury-- the position «similar to 
that of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
cheyquer here--made - some _ little 
ume ago in a letter to the Presi- 
dent on Princeton University to the 


effect that Great Britain is receiv- | 


ing more war deht repayments from 
Germany and onr Allies in the war 
than we are paying to the United 
States. In other words, Great 
Britain according to Mr. Mellon ia 
making a profit out of war debts. 
The short answer to this is that 
jhe statement is not true, The 
‘Britiah Note makes it quite clear 
that from April lst, 1919, to the end 


of 1926 Great Britain has actually | 


paid in respect of the debt to the 
United States’ Government the 
enormous sum of £170,800,000, and 
has received during that period on 
account of reparations, Belgian war 
debt, and Allied war debts only 
£41,000,000. This leaves a deficit 
of £129,500,000 which has had to be 
borne by the British taxpayers. 

We are paying America over 
thirty million pounds per annum, 
and have agreed to pay it for. the 
next sixty years, in settlement of |- 
our debt. to that country—contract- 
ed, be it observed, ‘not for: our- 
selves but.on behalf of: our Allies.. 
Moreover, we-have decided’ not to 


‘J accept from our Allies more. than 


a sum ‘equivalent to the annual pay- 
‘ments to the’ United Stites. That 
situation, as the Note: oints out; 
has not yet been reached, and “up 
Mp the present the British’ taxpayer 
has, “had to find the greatér, part of 
the’ payments due to the United 
States from hia own resources.” 
‘Giving Britam A Bad Namo, 
What. arinoys people here is the 
fact that Mr. Mellon ecems to have | 
gone out of his way to create a bad 
impression: and represent Great 
Britain to Europe and the world 
at large in. an unfavourable li .
